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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued that the system of 
Lapstun does not teach or suggest sending said at least one absolute position recorded from the secure note to a database device, in 
which said at least one absolute position is associated with an address of the receiving device. The applicant argues further that there is 
no teaching or suggestion that is directed to receiving, in the digital pen, said address and an encryption key of said receiving device, 
from the database device. The examiner would like to call attention to column 7 lines 19-67, where Lapstun discloses the use of tags 
that identifies a position on a unique page the tags are then processed by the netscape system. In reference to "receiving, in digital pen, 
said address and an encryption key of said receiving device, from the database device." Disclosed in Fig. 23 of Lapstun is a key 
exchange key (part 61) therefore the key is provided to the pen for the encryption process (column 14-16) with the base station or printer
